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DETAILED ACTION 

Information Disclosure Statement 

1 . The information disclosure statement filed 25 June 2004 fails to comply with the 
provisions of 37 CFR 1 .97, 1.98 and MPEP § 609 because the foreign patent 
documents listed have not been provided. It has been placed in the application file, but 
the information referred to therein has not been considered as to the merits. Applicant 
is advised that the date of any re-submission of any item of information contained in this 
information disclosure statement or the submission of any missing element(s) will be the 
date of submission for purposes of determining compliance with the requirements based 
on the time of filing the statement, including all certification requirements for statements 
under 37 CFR 1 .97(e). See MPEP § 609 U C(1 ). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 1-2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 
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4. In claim 1 , lines 3-5, the phrase "continuously measuring a primary signal and a 
secondary signal appearing after the primary signal when the external stimulus is given 
to the living cells" is vague and confusing. It is not clear when the external stimulus is 
given since the phrase lacks commas or terms that clearly indicate when the external 
stimulus is applied. Is the external stimulus give to the living cells at or after the primary 
signal? 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

6. Claims 1-2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Medina 
et al (Biotechnology Techniques, 1997). 

7. Medina et al teach the step of immobilizing E coli 01 57: H7 cells on the surface 
of a BIAcore sensor chip (i.e. surface plasmon resonance analyzer) and performing 
binding interactions of the cells with anti-E. coli IgG (i.e. external stimulus) by injecting 
the IgG at a flowrate for a specific amount of time over the sensor surface and 
measuring a continuous, real-time response (i.e. physiological activity) before, during 
(i.e. primary signal), and after the injection period (i.e. secondary signal). See page 
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173, right column, 2 nd paragraph to page 174, left column, 1 st paragraph; and Figure 2 
and caption. 



Conclusion

Bender et al (US 5,327,225) teach surface plasmon resonance sensors that 
detect interactions between cells and receptors.

Cheng et al (US 6,387,614 B1) teach surface plasmon resonance detection of 
target binding with immobilized cells. 

Boulla et al (Cytometry, 2000) teach the optical detection of binding between 
soluble ligand and immobilized cells. 

Hoffmann et al (Journal of Histochemistry and Cytochemistry) teach cell-protein 
binding detection using surface plasmon resonance.
